The  Delta  State  University  Hall  of  Fame  was  established  in 
1972  to  give  recognition  to  those  students  who  demonstrate 
outstanding  achievements  in  all  their  college  endeavors.    The 
students  inducted  into  the  Hall  of  Fame  reflect  excellence  in 
various  areas  of  student  life,  such  as  academics,  athletics,  ser- 
vice, leadership,  Greek  life,  and  overall  involvement  at  Delta 
State.   It  is  the  highest  honor  bestowed  upon  any  student  at 
Delta  State.

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Insti- 
tutions of  Higher  Learning  adopted  a 
proposal  that  will  dramatically  reduce 
the  amount  of  money  that  Delta  State 
receives  from  the  state  legislature.  The 
plan  calls  for  an  incremental  decrease 
in  the  percentage  of  state  funds  allo- 
cated to  Delta  State,  Mississippi  Valley 
State,  Alcorn  State, 
Mississippi  Univer- 
sity for  Women, 
and  University  of 
Southern  Missis- 
sippi. Ole  Miss,  Mis- 
sissippi State  and 
Jackson  State  will 
see  their  allocations 
increase.  The  in- 
cremental decreas- 
es are  scheduled  to 
take  place  over  the 
course  of  a  six-year 
period.  By  year 
six,  the  allocation 
to  DSU  will  be 
$5,276,587.  Dr. 
Hilpert  indicated 
that  the  six-year  plan  gives  the  university 
a  window  of  opportunity  in  which  to  seek 
new  money  from  the  legislature,  increase 
enrollments,  and  implement  more  effi- 
cient budgets  in  order  to  offset  the  worst 
effects  of  the  allocation  decrease. 

DSU  and  the  other  small  schools  face 
tuition  increases  and  the  loss  of  programs 
and  faculty  members  if  the  Boards  pro- 
posal holds.  "It^  harming  two  things  that 
make  small  universities  attractive  -  small 
classes  and  lower  tuition','  said  Dr.  Wil- 
liam Hays,  chair  of  the  languages  and 
literature  department. 

Analysis  by  the  University  Budget  Com- 
mittee (UBC)  will  be  in  five  subject  areas: 


financial  aid,  auxiliary  operations, 
athletic  programs,  administrative  pro- 
grams, and  academic  programs.  The 
UBC  will  meet  throughout  the  year  to 
report  in  the  areas  and  develop  tem- 
plates. These  templates  are  projected 
to  be  completed  by  April  2009. 
"DSU  brings  this  region  together 
like  no  other 
institution.  We 
deal  with  is- 
sues unique  to 
our  area.  This 
school  has  a 
character  and 
a  mission  that 
is  like  no  other 
in  the  world.  It 
seems  that  the 
IHL  has  other 
ideas  about  our 
school"  says  se- 
nior Nathan 
Duff. 

Oppo- 
sition to  the 
IHL  budget 
cuts  for  DSU  has  been  high  since  a 
Student  Walk-Out  held  last  April. 
Students  walked  out  in  the  middle  of 
class  for  a  rally  to  express  their  distress . 
TV  stations  from  Greenville,  Jackson 
and  Memphis  covered  the  event. 
Norquist  was  present  at  the  rally  to 
give  his  support  to  the  university. 

If  we  make  enough  noise, 
maybe  the  folks  in  the  Mississippi 
Legislature  will  look  more  closely  at 
just  how  valuable  Delta  State  is,  and 
will  take  steps  to  ensure  that  the  uni- 
versity that  has  given  us  so  much  will 
be  available  to  our  younger  brothers 
and  sisters  and  to  our  children.

Delta  Stated  new  logo  was 
unveiled  at  Pig  Pickiri  leaving 
mixed  feelings  aimong  students 
for  the  marketing  plan  and 
logo  itself.  The  new  logo  is  a 
part  of  a  marketing  campaign 
developed  over  three  years 
to  bring  in  more  students  to 
DSU.   "I  don't  like  it,  but  it 
was  a  good  attempt  to  change 
things  up"  said  Bradley  Davis, 
junior  interdisciplinary  stud- 
ies major.   Designs  for  the  new 
logo  were  submitted  through 
a  campus-wide  contest  during 
the  spring  2008  semester.  Dr. 
Michelle  Roberts,  Vice  Presi- 
dent for  University  Relations 
said  they  got  a  "good  mix"  of 
artwork,  with  7 1  submissions 
to  the  contest  from  students, 
alumni,  faculty,  and  even 


members  of  the  Cleveland 
community.  Reviewing  the 
artwork  was  the  Marketing 
Advisory  Committee,  com- 
prised of  representatives  for 
students,  the  different  colleges, 
and  administration.  Five  de- 
signs were  chosen  for  different 
components  of  the  logo.  From 
there,  the  Educational  Market- 
ing Group  in  Colorado  devel- 
oped the  new  logo  and  tagline 
for  Delta  State. 

"The  goal  is  to  establish 
a  strong  Delta  State  presence 
beyond  the  State  with  the 
intention  of  being  recognized 
as  the  best  regional  university 
in  the  country,'  said  Michael 
Gann,  Director  of  Communi- 
cations and  M£irketing.  "The 
new  logo  presents  a  modern 
appearance  while  still  main- 
taining the  classic,  traditional 


lines  of  the  previous  symbol!' 
Funding  came  from  three 
sources  on  campus,  including 
the  DSU  Foundation,  Alumni 
Association,  and  the  DSU  bud- 
get. Delta  State  President  Dr. 
John  Hilpert  reported  that  the 
Foundation  and  Alumni  gave 
a  combined  $100,000  to  the 
plan. 

He  also  said  $120,000 
will  go  towards  purchasing 
various  media  for  the  market- 
ing campaign,  such  as  televi- 
sion and  radio  air  time  and 
billboards.  Phasing  in  the  new 
logo  will  continue  over  the 
next  year  and  be  completed  by 
the  2009  fall  semester.   New 
commercials  were  filmed  dur- 
ing the  2007  fall  semester  and 
will  air  on  television  networks 
around  the  state. 
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The  Student  Government  Association  plays  an  integral  role  on  the  Delta  State  campus. 
The  Executive  Cabinet  consists  of  six  elected  officals  as  well  as  1 2  appointed  directors.  This 
group  of  students  encourages  the  student  body  to  participate  in  events  and  forums  designed 
to  promote  student  interaction  and  community  involvement.  The  Student  Senate  as  well  as 
Student  Court  are  active  in  their  legislation  and  cases.  The  Student  Court  hears  a  wide  variety 
of  cases  especially  from  traffic  citations.

Women's  Basketball 

The  Lady  Statesmen  started 
out  their  2007-2008  season  ranked 
7th  in  the  Womens  Division  II. 
After  the  first  five  games  of  the 
season  the  Lady  Statesmen  claimed 
the  No.  2  spot  for  Division  II  with 
a  record  of  5-0.  This  ranking  was 
the  highest  for  the  Lady  Statesmen 
since  Jan.  11,2001.   The  top- 
ranked  Lady  Statesmen  closed  their 
regular  season  play  in  early  March 
with  an  impeccable  record  of  26-0 
and  14-0  in  the  GSC,  becoming 
only  the  second  team  in  DSU 
history  to  finish  the  regular  season 
undefeated.   Coach  Rushing  led 
the  Lady  Statesmen  to  a  3rd  Gulf 
South  Conference  Championship 
and  a  third  straight  trip  to  the 
NCAA  regional  tournament.   The 
Lady  Statesmen  (32-0)  dominated 
the  championship  and  were 
crowned  the  NCAA  South  Region 
Champions  for  the  twelfth  time, 
and  earned  their  first  trip  to  the 
NCAA  Elite  Eight  since  2000. 
While  at  the  Elite  Eight  the  Lady 
Statesmen  advanced  to  the  Final 
Four  with  a  still  undefeated  record 
of  33-0,  in  their  first  appearance 
since  the  1995-1996  seasons.  The 
Lady  Statesmen  ended  their  season 
with  a  storybook  33-1  record  in 
NCAA  Division  II  Final  Four  Play. 


Swimming  and  Diving 

The  Lady  Statesmen 
and  Statesmen  finished  up 
a  strong  2007-2008  season. 
The  NSISC  Championships 
concluded  with  the  Lady 
Statesmen  in  second  and  the 
Statesmen  in  third.   For  the 
second  year  in  a  row,  Brian 
Hein  was  named  the  NSISC 
Womans  Coach  of  the  Year 
award.

"Change  We  Can  Beheve  In"  and 
"Country  First','  were  the  slogans  that  will 
forever  go  down  in  history  for  bringing 
out  the  most  voters  in  any  election  in 
American  history  to  date. 

Presidential  nominees  Senator  Barack 
Obama  and  Senator  John  McCain,  both 
flew  to  the  University  of  Mississippi  on 
September  26,  2008.  Here,  along  with 
swarms  of  college  students  from  all  the 
Miss,  institutions,  the  Republican  and 
Democratic  presidential  candidates  came 
to  debate  their  ideals  for  a  new  era  of 
American  government. 

Democratic  nominee,  Obama,  spoke 
first  to  the  audience  regarding  the 
financial  economic  crisis  where  he  firmly 
stated  "We  have  to  move  swiftly... more 
wisely.  And  I've  put  forward  a  series  of 
proposals  that  make  sure  that  we  protect 
taxpayers  as  we  engage  in  this  important 
rescue  effort!' 

Later  in  the  debate.  Republican 
nominee,  McCain  addressed  the  question 
of  military  in  Iraq  as  an  efficient  choice. 
He  responded  with,  "The  next  president 
of  the  United  States  is  not  going  to  have 


to  address  the  issue  as  to  whether  we  went 
into  Iraq  or  not.  The  next  President  of  the 
United  States  is  going  to  have  to  decide 
how  we  leave,  when  we  leave,  and  what 
we  leave  behind!' 

By  the  end  of  the  debate,  the  senators' 
influence  on  the  crowd  was  almost  split 
down  the  middle.  There  was  no  clear  cut 
victor  of  the  meet,  however  good  and  bad 
points  were  pointed  out  in  both  of  their 
speeches  and  campaign  strategies. 

On  November  5,  in  Chicago,  in  front 
of  an  estimated  250,000  people,  the  new 
president-elect,  Barack  Obama  faced 
Americans  and  said,  "The  road  ahead 
will  be  long.  Our  climb  will  be  steep.  We 
may  not  get  there  in  one  year  of  even 
one  term,  but  America — I  have  never 
been  more  hopeful  than  I  am  tonight 
that  we  will  get  there.  I  promise  you — as 
a  people,  we'll  get  there!"  According  to 
CNN  Obama  had  365  electoral  votes 
(53%)  and  McCain  had  173  (46%).

In  just  little  over  a  year  Whitfield 
Gymnasium  has  been  transformed  fi'om  a 
gym  to  world  class  recording  facility  where 
those  interested  can  pursue  a  career  in 
recording  arts  and  music  industry  or  just 
to  sing  to  their  hearts  content.  In  the  late 
summer  of  2007,  progress  was  underway  in 
turning  a  worn  outdated  music  studio  into 
the  top  notch  state-of-the-art  studio  worthy 
of  the  Delta  regions  various  blues,  jazz,  and 
gospel  influences. 

Funds  secured  through  state  and  fed- 
eral agencies  aided  in  renovation  along  with 
the  2003  donation  from  the  Viking  Range 
Corporation.  Whitfields  historical  signifi- 
cance called  for  some  architectural  features 
of  the  building  to  be  preserved  such  as  some 
large  windows  and  arches  on  the  second 
floor,  which  contributed  to  the  uniqueness  of 


the  project  and  importance  of  the  labs  and 
studios. 

What  physically  makes  a  recording 
studio?  It  definitely  takes  more  the  straw, 
sticks,  and  bricks  for  the  next  up  and  coming 
Howlih  Wolf. 

The  challenge  of  this  type  of  con- 
struction was  that  blueprints  didn't  just  call 
for  building  a  room.  Plans  called  for  sound- 
proofing, materials  designed  specifically  for 
acoustic  rooms,  extensive  specialized  wiring 
that  could  handle  the  delicate  sound  tech- 
nology, and  other  building  elements  attrib- 
uted to  the  creation  of  a  recording  studio. 
Nashville,  Los  Angeles,  and  New  York  are 
locations  people  think  about  when  they  hear 
"recording  studio"  but  now  Delta  State  can 
be  added  among  those  ranks  of  top  notch 
studios  for  making  a  career  out  of  the  music 
industrv.

Delta  State  is  the  host  to  48  international  students  that  represent  a  variety  of  countries  such  as 

France,  Brazil,  Canada,  Spain,  India,  Australia,  Dominican  Republic,  Turkey,  Germany,  Korea,  Portugal 

and  Finland.  Enrollment  of  international  students  has  steadily 

grown  as  family  and  friends  find  out  what  Delta  State  has  to 

offer.  "International  students  find  Delta  State  University,  located 

in  the  Mississippi  Delta,  to  be  a  friendly  and  a  safe  place  to  get 

an  education",  says  DeAndre  House,  director  of  international 

students  here  on  campus. 

The   Office   of  Admissions   assists   students   in   getting 

admitted  to  the  University  and  obtaining  an  1-20.  The  1-20 

document  allows  students  to  qualify  for  an  F-1  student  visa  in 

order  to  enter  the  United  States.  The  international  student  body 

on  campus  meets  once  a  semester  to  bring  the  new  and  returning 

international  students  together.  This  allows  the  students  to  get  to 

know  each  other  and  socialize  with  other  students  from  different 

cultures. 

"Many  of  our  international  students  on  campus  play  sports,  we  have  a  big  population  of  swimmers 

and  soccer  players','  says  House.  Tom  Stantos,  an  international  business  major  from  Brazil  and  also  a 

member  of  the  football  team,  says  he  likes  that  its  a  small  school 
and  the  teachers  treat  you  well.  "The  education  here  in  the  U.S. 
is  different  than  the  education  in  Brazil;'  says  Stantos.  Guilherme 
Russo,  a  political  science  major  and  tennis  player  at  Delta  State, 
says  "The  reason  I  came  to  Delta  State  is  because  I  wanted  a  high 
quality  education  and  I  feel  like  I  am  getting  that  here!'  He  also 
mentioned  he  has  good  relationships  with  his  teachers.  Both 
Stantos  and  Russo  feel  that  teachers  and  international  students 
benefit  from  each  other  because  they  can  share  experiences  as 
well  as  share  their  cultures.

In  the  spring  of  2003,  three  young  filmmakers  traveled 
to  Africa  in  search  of  a  story.  What  started  out  as  a  filmmaking 
adventure  transformed  into  much  more  when  these  boys  from 
Southern  California  discovered  a  tragedy  that  disgusted  and 
inspired  them,  a  tragedy  where  children  are  both  the  weapons 
and  the  victims. 

After  returning  to  the  States,  they  created  the  documentary 
"Invisible  Children:  Rough  Cut','  a  film  that  exposes  the  tragic 
realities  of  northern  Ugandas  night  commuters  and  child  sol- 
diers. 

The  film  was  originally  shown  to  friends  and  family,  but 
has  now  been  seen  by  millions  of  people.  The  overwhelming 
response  has  been,  "How  can  I  help?"  To  answer  this  question, 
the  non-profit  Invisible  Children,  Inc.  was  created,  giving 
compassionate  individuals  an  effective  way  to  respond  to  the 
situation. 

Since  "Invisible  Children:  Rough  Cut"  was  filmed  in  2003,  night  commuting  has  ended  for 
the  children  of  northern  Uganda.  For  the  past  two  years,  the  region  has  been  closer  to  peace  than 
ever  before.  From  June  2006  to  March  2008  in  Juba,  Sudan,  the  Lord^  Resistance  Army  (LRA) 
and  the  Government  of  Uganda  (GoU)  engaged  in  a  series  of  peace  talks  in  order  to  end  the 
conflict.  These  peace  talks,  supported  by  special  envoys  from  the  United  States  and  other  nations, 
allowed  for  the  longest  period  of  peace  in  northern  Uganda^  23-year  war. 

The  LRA  launched  a  surprise  attack  on  a  village  across  the  border  from  northern  Uganda 
and  kidnapped  two  classrooms  full  of  fifth-  and  sixth-graders.  Within  six  days,  tens  of  thousands 
of  people  have  fled  their  homes,  fearing  the  rebels. 

Imagine  the  headlines  if  an  event  like  this  would  get  if  it  happened  here.  Ninety  kids  sto- 
len, hauled  off  into  the  forest  to  be  used  as  soldiers.  And  yet,  somehow,  the  lives  of  these  children 
go  unnoticed  and  unmentioned  by  the  rest  of  the  world. 

The  DSU  community  has  the  opportunity  to  take  notice  and  take  a  stand.   On  Wednesday, 
Oct.  8,  at  6:30  p.m.  in  the  Union  State  Room,  "Invisible  Children"  came  on  campus  screening  the 
newest  documentary,  "Go!;'  and  informing  people  on  how  to  get  involved  in  changing  the  lives  of 
the  children  in  northern  Uganda.

Tuesday  to  Thursday,  Nov.  11-13,  the  Delta 
State  University  Theatre  presented  "Noises  Off,' 
an  outrageous  comedy  that  had  a  little  something 
for  everyone.  Both  the  advertisements  and  the 
performances  program  tagged  it  as,  "A  dirty,  sexy 
comedy  about  a  group  of  people  performing  a 
dirty,  sexy  comedy!" 

In  his  plot  for  Noises  Off,  writer  Micheal  Frayn 
plays  on  the  concept  of  a  play  within  a  play,  in 
this  case  a  parodically  dreadful  sexy  comedy  titled 
"Nothing  On"  "Nothing  On"  is  set  in  "a  delightful 
16th-century  posset  mill"  that  has  been  converted 
to  a  modern  dwelling  for  which  renters  are 
solicited.  Each  of  the  three  acts  of  "Noises  Off 
contains  a  performance  of  the  first  act  of  "Nothing 
On!' 

Act  One  is  set  at  the  dress  rehearsal,  the  night 
before  opening  with  the  cast  still  fumbling  with 
entrances  and  exits,  missed  cues,  misspoken  lines, 
and  bothersome  props,  most  notably  several  plates 
of  sardines. 

Act  Two  portrays  a  Wednesday  matinee 
performance  one  month  later.  In  this  act,  the 
play  is  seen  from  backstage,  providing  a  view  that 
reveals  the  deteriorating  personal  relationships 
among  the  cast. 

In  Act  Three,  we  see  a  performance  near  the 
end  of  the  ten-week  run,  when  personal  friction 


has  continued  to  increase  and  everyone  is  bored 
and  anxious  to  be  done  with  the  play.  The  actors 
attempt  to  cover  up  a  series  of  mishaps  but  only 
compound  the  problems  and  draw  attention  to  the 
bungling  performance. 

Much  of  the  comedy  emerges  from  the  subtle 
variations  in  each  version  as  off-stage  chaos 
affects  on-stage  performance,  with  a  great  deal  of 
slapstick.  The  contrast  between  players'  on-stage 
and  off-stage  personalities  is  also  a  source  of  comic 
dissonance. 

Dotty  Otley,  the  line-forgetting  off-set  love 
interest  of  Garry  Lejeune,  was  played  by  Morgan 
Ricks.  Jonathan  Smith  played  Lloyd  Dallas, 
the  angry,  seemingly  washed-up  director.  Andy 
Howell  played  the  hilarious,  jealousy-ridden  Garry 
Lejeune.  Amber  Roy  played  Brooke  Ashton,  while 
Cassie  Coats  portrayed  Poppy  Norton-Taylor,  both 
off-set  sex  interests  of  the  director. 

Jeremiah  Matthews  played  Frederick  Fellowes, 
an  oblivious  and  easily  injured  character.  Claire 
Dean  played  the  annoyingly  funny  Belinda 
Blair,  possibly  the  only  character  really  trying  to 
keep  "Nothing  On"  on  track.  Tim  Allgood,  the 
overworked  and  multi-talented  assistant  stagehand, 
was  played  by  Cameron  Griffin,  and  Troy  Hodges 
played  the  drunken,  overwhelmingly  hilarious 
Selsdon  Mowbray.

Delta  State  began  the  2008  football  season  ranked  No.  10  in  the  D2Football.com  Preseason  Poll. 
The  defending  Gulf  South  Conference  Champions  finished  the  2007  season  with  a  10-2  record,  8-0  in 
GSC  play,  and  advanced  to  the  second  round  of  the  NCAA  Division  II  playoffs.   The  Statesmen  were  the 
only  team  to  beat  National  Champion  and  preseason  No.  1  Valdosta  State,  coming  from  behind  to  claim  a 
35-31  victory. 

The  wins  against  the  University  of  West  Alabama,  21-14,  and  North  Alabama,  28-27,  improved 
the  seventh  ranked  Statesmen  to  6-1  on  the  year  and  5-0  in  the  GSC.   The  win  placed  the  defending  GSC 
champions  in  full  control  of  the  GSC  race  and  NCAA  Super  Regional  Two.  The  victory  also  extended 
DSUs  GSC  win-streak  to  20  straight  games  and  the  Green-and-White  cracked  the  top-five  in  both  the 
American  Football  Coaches'  Association  and  the  D2Football.com  Top-25  polls  for  the  first  time  since  the 
end  of  the  2006  season. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Delta  State  football  program,  the  Statesmen  successfully 
defended  their  Gulf  South  Conference  Championship,  defeating  the  Wonderboys  of  Arkansas  Tech  48-14 
in  front  of  7,123  fans  at  the  2008  "Pig-Pickin"  Homecoming  game  at  Parker  Field-McCool  Stadium.   Also 
adding  to  the  victory,  head  coach  Ron  Roberts  earned  his  second  straight  Coach  of  the  Year  award  after 
guiding  the  Statesmen  to  back-to-back  GSC  titles.   Ron  Roberts  has  only  been  the  head  coach  at  Delta 
State  for  two  years,  but  regardless  of  where  his  career  goes  next,  he  will  forever  be  known  as  one  of  the 
greatest  to  lead  the  Green-and-White.  Along  with  his  award  the  GSC  champions,  placed  10  players  on 
the  All-Gulf  South  Conference  Team.  For  a  third-consecutive  year  the  Statesmen  had  the  GSC  Defensive 
Player  of  the  Year,  as  junior  linebacker  Lardester  Hicks-Green  received  the  honor. 

The  Statesmen,  GSC  champions  for  a  second  consecutive  season,  received  a  first  round  bye  after 
being  selected  as  Super  Regional  Twos  top  seed.   The  fourth-ranked  Statesmen  fought  off  the  eighteenth- 
ranked  Pioneers  of  Tusculum  College,  27-19,  to  advance  to  the  quarterfinals  of  the  NCAA  Division  II 
Football  Championship.  The  Statesmen  improved  to  10-1  on  the  season  and  8-0  in  the  GSC. 

The  following  week  No.  4  Statesmen  hosted  the  No.  5  Lions  (11-1,  7-1  GSC)  of  the  University  of 
North  Alabama,  for  the  NCAA  DII  Quarterfinals  at  Parker  Field-McCool  Stadium.  The  game  marked 
the  sixth  time  the  two  teams  had  met  over  the  last  three  seasons,  including  two  NCAA  Regional  champi- 
onships. Despite  the  tight  match-up,  the  Statesmen  season  was  ended  in  a  loss  against  UNA,  55-34.  The 
Green-and-W^hite  finished  a  successful  season  with  a  1 0-2  record  and  numerous  other  achievements,  new 
records,  and  individual  awards.

Under  the  leadership  of  Head  Coach  Brien 
Hein,  the  Delta  State  University  Swimming  and 
Diving  teams  are  unbreakable  in  their  pursuit 
for  a  national  title.  The  2008-2009  season 
the  swimming  and  diving  team  has  returned 
to  the  water  with  one  goal  in  mind,  a  national 
title.

The  12th  ranked  Delta  State  University 
womens  basketball  team  was  voted  to  finish 
at  the  top  of  the  Gulf  South  Conference  for 
the  2008-09  seasons  as  voted  by  the  league 
coaches  in  the  pre-season  poll.  The  Lady 
Statesmen,  33-1  last  season  and  winners  of 
three  consecutive  GSC  titles,  were  voted 
for  the  fourth  straight  year  to  take  home 
the  crown  despite  the  loss  of  four  mainstay 
starters.

The  Lady  Statesmen  Cross  Country  program  op- 
erates with  a  single  goal  in  mind:  blending  athletic 
achievement  with  academic  success.  This  season  proved 
to  live  up  to  those  expectations,  as  the  2007-08  Lady 
Statesmen  were  inducted  into  the  Delta  State  Univer- 
sity Athletic  Directors  Hall  of  Fame.  This  prestigious 
honor  is  awarded  to  one  mens  and  one  womens  team 
for  the  highest  cumulative  GPA  among  DSUs  13  in- 
tercollegiate sports.  For  the  first  time  in  seven  years 
the  Lady  Statesmen  Cross  Country  team  hosted  a 
home  meet.

A  native  of  Cleveland,  Sledge  joined  the  Delta  State 
staff  as  an  aviation  instructor  in  1990  following  a  distinguished 
career  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  and  the  Mississippi  Air  National 
Guard.   He  became  chair  of  the  department  in  1997.  Sledge 
held  a  Master^  Degree  in  Commercial  Aviation  from  the 
University  of  Louisiana  in  Monroe,  and  a  Doctorate  of 
Education  from  Delta  State  University. 


Define  Your  Delta  State: 

A  Brief  History  of  Delta  State  Univeristy 


Mississippi  Governor  Whitfield  signed  Delta  State  Teacher^  College 
into  law  in  1924.   Serving  as  the  cultural  and  educational  center  of 
the  region,  Delta  State  University  is  located  in  the  Mississippi  Delta,  a 
20-county,  northwestern  region,  rich  in  various  ethnic  and  cultural  groups. 

James  Broom  became  the  first  president  when  the  school  opened  on 
September  15,  1925,  with  97  students  and  10  faculty  and  staff.   Today, 
Delta  State  has  a  little  more  than  4,000  students.   President  Broom  started 
the  new  Delta  college  off  successfully,  but  became  ill  at  the  end  of  his  first 
year.   A  bright  and  eager  William  Kethley  became  the  second  president 
of  Delta  State  and  to  this  day  he  holds  the  distinction  as  youngest  college 
president  at  the  age  of  32.    | 

The  first  graduating  claspfiifp  in  192iJHth  13  students.   In  1955, 
Delta  Stated  name  was  changed  from  Delta  State  Teacher^  College  to 
Delta  State  College.   After  Kethley  serviced  thirty  years  as  president, 
James  Ewing  came  to  Delta  State  as  the  third  president.   Ewing  bolstered 
the  size  of  the  University  in  every  way,  from  enrollment,  to  buildings, 
to  educational  divisions.   Aubrey  Lucas  became  the  fourth  president 
and  placed  programs  that  made  Delta  State  stronger  in  both  academics 
and  athletics.    In  1974,  Delta  Stated  name  was  changed  from  Delta  State 
College  to  Delta  State  University.    Kent  Wyatt  became  the  fifth  president 
and  first  and  only  alumnus  of  the  school  to  be  chosen  as  its  leader.   Wyatt 
serviced  the  University  for  24  years.   David  Potter  became  the  sixth 
president  and  was  very  active  and  showed  hi^^Bort  for  all  areas  of  the 
school.  j 

Current  President  John  Hilpert  becan^^Wta  Stated  sev 
president  in  2003.   Today,  Delta  State  offe^^^baccalaureatHegrees  in 
42  majors,  8  masters  degrees.  Educational  specialist  degrees,  and  Doctor 
of  Education  and  over  a  1 00  organizations  to  get  involved  in.   From  once 
a  small  teachers  college  in  the  Mississippi  Delta,  DSU  has  expanded  to  300 
acres  of  space,  78  buildings,  and  a  University  known  for  its  one  of  a  kind 
educational  experience  and  close  kit  community.
